How Condensed Milk is Hade. 


The manufacture of condensed milk 


is thus described in the Scientific Amer- 
ican: When the milk is brought into 
the factory it is carefully strained, 
placed in cans or pails, which are put 
into a tank of water kept hot by stc-aiu 
coils. 
When -hot it is transferred to 


larger steam-heated open vessels and 
quickly brought to a boil. 
This 
pre- 


liminary heating and boiling has for iis 
object the expulsion of the gases of 
of the milk, which would cause u to 
foam in the vacuum pan and a!,--o to 
add to the keeping quality of the milk 
by destroying the mold germs. 
A sec- 


ond straining follows, after which the 
milk is transferred to a vacuum pan. 
where, at a temperature below 160 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and is rapidly concen- 
trated to any degree desired. 
The vac- 


uum pan employed is a close vessel of 
copper, egg shaped, about six feet high 
and four and one-half feet in diameter. 
It is heated by steam coils within, and 
by a steam jacket without—inclosing 
the lower portion. 
In one side of the 


dome is a small window through which 
gas illurnir^es the interior, while ou tlie 
opposite sine is an eyeglass through 
which the condition of the contents 
may be observed. 
The pan is also pro- 


vided with a vacuum gage and test 
sticks. 


Much of the milk used in cities is 


simply concentrated without any addi- 
tion of sugar. 
The process of concen- 


tration is continued in the vacuum pan 
until one gallon of milk has been re- 
duced to a little less than a quart—one 
volume of condensed milk correspond- 
ing to about four and three-tenths vol 
umes of milk. 
Condensed milk intend- 


ed to be preserved for any length ol 
time has an addition of pure cane sugar 
made to it during the boiling, and is 
usually put up in sealed oans. This 
sugared or "preserved" milk, when prop- 
erly prepared, will keep for many years

weather. If the rainbow breaks up all at 
once there will be severe and unsettled 
weather. 
The appearance of two or 


three rainbows indicates fair weather 
for the present, but settled and heavy 
rains in two or three days' time.

the late amendment to the constitution 
and the law which provided for an elec 
tion this tall for certain county officers 
It is claimed by some that there must 
be an election m November foi these 
omcers notwithstanding the 
amend- 


ments to the constitution and change in 
the law 
Others maintain that there is 


to be no election, and that this is a case 
not provided for, and that when the lot 
Monday of December comes, the time 
when the terms of these indges would 
expire in accordance with the old provi 
sion of the constitution, these 
offices 


will be vacant and the governor can then 
appoint judges to fill the vacancies as 
the term wih then be le»s thau a year 
The thi'd position, and which we be- 
lieve to be correct, is that there can be 
no election for these officers us-til the 
time named in the amendment to the 
constitution 
which 13 in 
November, 


1882, and that the officers hold until 
that time, as the constitution provides 
that their terms shall be four \ears and 
until their successors are elected and 
qualified 


The change has been made in the 


time of holding the election by the peo 
pie in their sovere'gn capacity, by an 
amendment to the constitution, and not 
by the legislature 
The people have 


the powei to extend the teims of offi 
cers, or to abolish them even before the 
terms expire 
This amendment was 


proclaimed adopted by the governor, on 
November 22, 18SO 
The people voted 


for this constitutional amendment under 
a law which declared it should become

Mr. Thompson says that he learns from 


the newspapers that il has been the cus- 
tom, if cot the universal practice, when 
an individual charged with being "drunk 
and disorderly" is brought before'a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, to impose OTI him a 
"fine of $3 and costs." The "costs" are 
represented to amount to £4 S5, of which 
$2.40 and sometimes $3 goes to the. 
licemau and (lie remainder to the Justice. 
These proportions seemed to be based up 
on no definite or established rule, the 
larger concession of $3 being made to 
the policeman ns an inducement to bring 
his business to the Justice, who contents 
hiineelf with the remaining $1.85. 


It is hinti'ii, if not directly asserted, 


that the amount of fees exacted is not cl- 
ways controlled by the question whether 
there has been a trial and au execution 
has been issued; aad Justice Thompson, 
who frankly confesses hia lack of expe- 
rience, asks the city attorney for a con- 
struction- of the law which will enable 
hiiv. to determine what is Ihe tee which 
may be properly and legally exacted 
when tiie party arrested, pleads guilty, 
without liial, and tenders his fine aud 
costs without the necessity of issuing au 
execution. The answer of the city a:- 
torney is clear and explicit nt least.
